Daily applications of almond milk
nre good for Mabby skin, The milk s
wnde by bianching thirty good slzed
Jordan alnonds and pounding them
in n mortar with half a pint of rose
witer, A small tesspoonful of gran
lnted sugar s put with the nuts to
bind the ofl and water. The process
of blendlng Is a long one, for the wa-
ter la sdded hardly more than drop
by drap until the nuts are reduced to
powder. The preparation then stands
over night, when it 1s strained throogh
muslin. An even teaspoonful of pow.
dered nlum ls then dissslved in rose
water, just enough to make a solution,
and the two are added to the milk.
Thia 18 used freely with masage lor
the face, the milk drying on.
